their checks cashed at other banks than 
those on which the checks are drawn, 
may have to pay a small sum for this 
accommodation. 
Heretofore the va- 


rious Portsmouth banks have cashed 
checks without charge, and the public 
has been greatly accommodated in this 
respect. 
It has been a matter of con- 


siderable importance to the banks and 
has entailed a large amount of work for 
which the banks receive HO pay. 


The Boston Clearing house has taken 


;he initiative and has adopted a rule or- 
dering that checks drawn upon certain 
banks in Massachusetts, Maine, Khode 
Island and Connecticut shall not be 
cashed except for a charge of one-tenth 
of one per cent of the amount of the 
check by the bank cashing the eame. 
So far no banks in New Hampshire 
have been placed ander this rule. The 
matter has been brought aboitt through 
many of the banus refusing to pay 
postage or express 
charges on the 


cUecks to the bank returning them af- 
ter they have been cashed. 


Iu the future persons having checks 


on any of the banks in the list prepared 
by the clearing house will have to pay 
the one-tenth of one por cent when get- 
ting their checks cashed. Checks on 
other banks will not bo charged for a! 
preeent, but they may come under the 
rule at almost any time. 


So'far the local hanks have not had 


a conference to decide 
what their 


course will bo, but they may give the 
matter a short trial and may make 
charge when cashing cheeks drawn on 
certain other banks.

But at the hour set he presented him- 
self at the door of the hall and was stopped 
by the seutrj-, who informed him that he 
could not come in. 
" 'That's a railroad men's mooting, isn't 


it, Jack?' asked Van Winkle, who knows 
uearly every man on the system by his ilrst 
name. 
" 'That's -what it is.' 
" '\Veli, I'm a railroad man, and I want 


to come in.' 


•••Can't do it, "Van. The boys-would 


object.' 


"'You don't dispute my being a rail- 


road man, do youj* 


•' 'Oh, no; you're a railroader all right, 


but not the kind we want at this meeting.' 
" 'Jack, I tell you what you do. You £o 


in and tell the boys that I am out here and 
want- to come in. I don't think many of 
them will object.' 


"The doorkeeper-went inside and in a 


few inimitcs returned and invited Van 
Winkle into the hall. As soon as ho \vas 
post the door a yell that shook the build- 
ing went up.

Advertising on Trees. 


One of the most disagi'ceable of specta- 


cles along village streets and country roads 
is the sight of noble trees disfigured by 
iluring advertisements and notices of vari- 
ous sorts. A splendid oak, which com- 
manded the landscape long before the 
Kevolution and arouses the sentiment of 
veneration in the mind of uiiy one who 
U:is a love fcr the beautiful relics of the 
past, receives no respect from the village 
people. 


To this Irco a. local tradesman attaches a 


hideous advertisement of a clothing store. 
Below that the advertisement OL some fer- 
tilizer, rudely primed cm cotton cloth, 
flaps in the wind, offending the eyes of hu- 
man beiugs and frightening passing horses. 


Upon tiie great elm in a village greeu 


are tacked all manner of announcements— 
of local concerts and meetings, of lost 
breastpins and jackknivcs and of auction 
sales. Its gray and venerable sides are 
furl-owed and defaced by the nails driven 
there by several generations. 


Seeing a tree served in this manner, a 


correspondent of n contemporary lias pro- 
posed that a placard to read as follows be 
added to the rest, "Lost—The dignity of 
tins tree through the disrespect of the 
townspeople.'' 


This ill treatment of old trees is gener- 


ally the result of thoughtlessness and not 
of deliberate intention, and it is possible 
that such a placard might lead people to 
think. There should, certainly bo a con- 
venient place in every village for such nn- 
uoiinccmeuts as those described, but that 
place is not the most graceful and vener- 
able tree in the town—nor indeed any tree 
uc all,—Youth's Companion.

Si-EAiniAN's CAM!•, Jan. 27, 0:10 r. M. 


—On January 20th Warren drove back 
tlie enemy and secured possession of 
the second crest of the high tableland 
that fjtretohes from Acton Homes to the 
western LndyHtnith hill. 
From then 


until the 25th he was in close contact 
with the'enemy. The enemy's position 
was a strongtor-e on 
•+ ridge of kopjes 


extending from northwest to southeast 
".cross the plateau, through Spion 
Kop, 


to the north Tuge'.a river. 
Our actual 


position was tenable but the southern 
slopes were so steep that no artillery 
could be planted successfully, 
Tt was 


decided to seiza Spion Kop, a large hill 


— indeed, a mountain,—which was evi- 
dently the key to the situation.

shell fire from the enemy. 
An tho bat- 


talions behaved with the utmost gal- 
lantry. 
General Woodgate, who 
com- 


miuded on tho summit, being wound" 
ed, tlio ofh'cer who succeeded him de- 
cided on the night of the 24th to aban- 
don ibe hill and it was done. 
I got to 


Warron's camp at five A. M. on tho 2Bth 
and concluded that a second attack up- 
on the hill was useless, as tho enemy's 
right was too strong to bo turned. So 
I decided lo withdraw tlio whole forco 
Houth of tlio Tngolu. Tliis movement 
was begun at six A. w. and by eight 
VVarreu's entire command had bum 
concentrated on the southern bank of 
the river without tho 
IOHH of a single 


man. 
This fact, together with the fact 


that we succeeded in getting all our ox 
and mtilo transports sufely across u 
stream eighty live yards wide, between 
lituiks twenty foot high and with a rug- 
ing current, is sunicient evidence, 1 b«- 
huvc, of tho splendid morale of 
our 


men and

which lli» enemy have learned to re- 
gard our fighting powers.

Laboratories took the place of 


fallow land. Pestle and mortar -were aa 
reaper and mill. Tho hand skilled at com- 
bining and compounding •wielded at once 
the executioner's ax by which the head of 
the baker was sundered. 


A thing of steel, with handle bars and 


chain, elastic tread and lamp by night, hud 
pedaled bmzing past the horse, and a crea- 
ture which had served man well for 90 
centuries limped useless away. And with 
him went the fields which had maintained 
him. Ko need for oats since this bettor 
than horse did not eat them, nor of hay, 
since the animal to which hay was one diiy 
a feast had grown too rare to cat it.—Chi- 
cago Post. 


The Top Hat. 


The top hat, like most other tilings, was 


not evolved in a sudden moment of inspi- 
ration. It is the product of many cen- 
turies' follies and fashions, and unless 
we are much mistaken will for some time 
outlive the vituperation of those who wear 
thorn. Even so fur back as the twelfth 
century the beaver was vroru by the "no- 
bels of the lancle mett at Clarendon.'' Felt 
hajs were known long before that, for to 
St. Clement are we indebted for their dis- 
covery, a debt which is annually recognized 
in festivals still held in his honor oil Kov. 
23. The ''topper'1 is proliably traceable 
not to his agency, but to the subsequent 
dealings with the teivers of the time of 
the Charleses. 


The I'uritaus of the reign of Charles I 


adopted lofty steeple crowns, typical per- 
haps of their soaring aspirations. With 
these crowns they combined brims of por- 
tentous widths, which their host friends 
coulil scacivly now coutor.d were typical of 
thc-ir breadth of view. U'hc Cavaliers, on 
the other hand, by rejecting the steeple 
crmvu. symbolized their less lofty princi- 
ples, and by tlicir yet broader brinis 
adorned with feathers typified more wide 
and v,"orldly sympathies. So matters run 
on until tlio next stop in their evolution 
was taken in the reign of Charles LI. 
Brims grew broader and broader until the 
slightest breath of wind disorganized the 
wearer's headgear altogether. 


A happy idea then struck some hatter, 


for he elaborated tho device of looping. 
This simple expedient gave a grand oppor- 
tunity fur the artistic minded traders of 
the i cried, ar.il there consequently ensued 
ttll sorts of "cook*." The old fashioned 
low crowned heaver, with a broad brim 
looped tip equally on three sides, became 
the cocked hat which prevailed until com- 
paratively rcccut times.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal. 


The Development of St. Louis. 


The development of St. Louis as a man- 


ufacturing city lias been swift and prosper- 
ous. Urcnt factories lie, for the most part, 
southward from tho "business center, al- 
though many of them have, also spread 
northward. Various industries, moreover, 
remain within tho confines of tho district 
which is chiefly given over to office build- 
ings, 
financial 
institutions, wholesale 


houses and large retail establishments. 
Formerly Jthe factories lay, for the most 
part, outside the area principally occupied 
by the homes of working people. The re- 
cent tendency has been to build working- 
men's homes outside the circle of the fac- 
tories. The building and loan associations, 
of which there are a great number in St. 
Louis, seem to have played an important 
part in the new housing inovement, while 
the real estate companies, with the facilities 
whicji they have offered for the purchase 
of small houses on the installment plan, 
have also doubtless made it possible for 
thousands of mechanics and em ployed men 
of small incomes to own their owu homes.

BOSTON IN ITS INFANCY. 


Value and Physical 


Told by Dr. Kdsoo. 


"The hygienic value of the bath to peo- 


ple in ordinary good health is very greatly 
increased 'by a most vigorous rubbing,'1 
writes Dr. Cyrus Edson in discussing 
"When and How to Bathe" iu The Ladies' 
Home Journal. "With the flesh brushes 
ami gloves the rough Turkish towels and 
other appliances — one of the most valuable 
is the narrow band of toweling — this can 
be administered with the greatest ease, and 
it should always be thorough — in fact, it 
is difficult to overdo. Its effect is to stim- 
ulate the reaction from the bath and bring 
the vessels and nerves of the skin into a 
healthy, vigorous condition. One of the 
most valuable baths to those in whom the 
organs of the lower part of the trunk are 
weak is the hip bath. In this the, bather 
is seated in the bath, and the water covers 
the body as high as the waist. If the wa- 
ter bo cold — that is, if we desire to stimu- 
late the orgiius by the shock — a towel wet 
with cold water must be folded turbanwise 
ou the head. The duration of the bath is 
from IS to 20 minutes, aud its effect is im- 
mediate. 


Tho baths excite fhevasomotor nerves of 


the abdominal organs. Their use should 
bo prescribed by :i physician. As long as 
the result of bathing is not to weaken the 
bather we can practically say a person caii- 
rot, when in health, bathe too much. 
I 


have spoken of the hygienic value of the 
bath, but I have said nothing of the phys- 
iciil" pleasure to Ixs derived from it. 
Every 


one knows the delicious feeling 01 cleanli- 
ness, tho glc~\T of the skin and the general 
sense of robnsrc health which follow a good 
bath. 
AVhiit is more delightful than the 


exhilaration of a swim in salt water? 
These results are a part of the experience 
of all, but it must not be forgotten that in 
these very physical pleasures there is a dis- 
tinct hygienic effect."

Physically the Boston of 1S04 really 


deserved the name which The Hague 
bears today.

For Xew England this side of Con- 


necticut river and Kennebec river great 
wagons drawn by fine teams of horses 
brought down the scanty produce of the 
farms, or the potash, and even fur. from 
the woods. The teamsters, who remind 
one of the captains ot caravans in the 
east, came to anchor in certain large 
sheds on the "neck" which united old 
Boston to the mainland. 
They poured 


out their corn for their horses to eat, and 
for themselves, in an "hourly" stage, 
rode into the business part of the towu 
to inquire of their consignees where the 
pots of butter or the boxes of potash 
were -to be delivered. 


The millionaire of the day, after his 2 


o'clock dinner, walked out to the back of 
his hutise and smoked his cigar under a 
pear tree in his owu garden. If his wife 
thought she would like to go to ride in 
the afternoon, he sent to a great woode:i 
stable in the neighborhood, which, with 
its appurtenances, covered perhaps acres 
of the land of the little peninsula, for 
his carriage and Ins horses. Every house 
was supplied with its water by pumps, 
which drew from wells varying in depth 
from 20 to 50 feet u brackish liquid, 
whose salty taste was really preferred 
by the genuine Bostouian to that of the 
simpler water of the country- 


Almost all the streets were, paved. The 


larger streets were gradually accustoming 
themselves to sidewalks. They were, as 
they are, narrow. They followed iu gen- 
eral the lines of the hills or of the shores 
and were not laid out ou auy mathemati- 
cal plan; so much the better for them. 
The people who lived here, iu many cases, 
had moved into Boston from the country 
towns of Xew England. 
They had en- 


joyed on the whole, since the establish- 
ment of the federal constitution, 50 years 
of great prosperity.—E. S. Halo in Phila- 
delphia Post.

A climb in the sand and up a few 
rickety steps brought us under the shelter- 
ing branches of tho largest tree so far 
known to Califoruians — not in height, 
though its height is great, but in its ca- 
pacity to shelter. 
I remarked that I 


thought 999 persons could stand comfort- 
ably beside me, but a learned man in our 
party said rather 5.000. Since the midship- 
man wrote of it tho tree must have expand- 
ed vastly, for it now coveis more acres than 
one. Its trunk is not to be soen. The fine 
light sand has drifted in to the depth of 
30 or 40 feet and covered and protected 
this relic. Its branches remind one of tho 
Laocoon. It seemed almost as if they not 
only could shelter but would embrace us 
too. Each branch is the sizo of an ordinary 
tree, nnd there are numbers of them spread- 
ing out latitudinously, with other branches 
on these shooting tipward to the sun, the 
foliage being all on top and very dense. 


'•The tree is of the variety known as tho 


California live oak—quercus viren. Its 
leaves are small, fresh and crisp aud of a 
vitality unimpaired by years, and they do 
not fall with the seasons. 
"It is said that no one has ever yet seen 


a leaf of the live oak unfold or fall. 


"The outside form of the tree is beauti- 


ful, being entirely circular, and as you sit 
under its shelter and admire you cannot 
but speculate as to its age. Its gnarled 
and crooked branches proclaim great an- 
tiquity, its lovely green perpetual youth. 


"It may be added that ever since the re- 


discovery of the tree it is popularly known 
as 'Justice Field's oak.' "—San Francisco 
Chronicle.
